WASTE LAND AND WASTE 
WATER. 


The Carbon Tribune says: 

That the diversion of the water of 
the Truckee river on to land con- 
uous thereto would greatly benefit 
that land, no one will be foolish 
enough to deny, but there the benefit 
stops; 80 far does it go and no fur- 
ther, and yet the projectors of the 
scheme desire the people to blindfold 
their eyes and stop up their ears and 
permit a heavy expense to be put on 
the State for the avle benefit of a few 
large land owners. 

On the contrary the originators of this 
idea desire it to be considered by every 
intelligent mind within reach, in the 
hope that something practicable may 
be made of it, if the plan proposed 18 
not the best. No large and owners 
need be benefited, for large ranches 
are impracticable where irrigation is 
necessary. We care not who intro- 
duced the bill or where the first work 
is done. Leave that to be decided by 
a jury of civil engineers. One hundred 
thousand dollars of our school money 
is now idle and waiting investment. 
We not only have hundreds of thous- 
ands of acres of land now worthless, 
but desert water as well. Could these 
two wasted forces be brought t- 
gether, what is now the home of the 
coyote would be the home of hundreds 

‘of prosperous families. Our land is 
good, and our water is wet and a sys- 
tem: of canals to bring these together 
would make our State what we all 
hope to see it. Why should our 
people sit down and cry hard times 
while waiting for something to turn 
up? Why be dependent upon others 
and wait for someone to come here and 
do what we are fully able to do our- 
selves? We have the skill and labor 
to perfect a system of irrigation. Why 
not use it instead of crying dull time 
and after getting out of breath and 
out of money leave the State like a lot 
of rats forsaking a sinking ship? The 
Eureka Sentinel says: 

This is a bill of mammoth pro- 
portions and should be very seriously 
considered. Its provisions should be 
earnestly investigated, for if they can 
be carried out the whole State will be 
reclaimed through the reclamation of 
ber desert Jands At this distance 
from the author, and baviog no knowl- 
edge of the details of the measure oth- 
er than that contained in the bill it- 
self, we do not feel able to review it 
satisfactorily. it does not look to us, 
however, like a proposition that rec-- 
ommends itself in the present condi- 
tion of our State finances. Ous bun- 
dred thousand dollars is a large 
amount just now to ask for a single 
internal improvement, It looks like 
a speculative effort to place Nevada as 
a farmiog community, in competition 
with Texas or California. With the 
present lights before us it does not 
seem, if the sage brush lands of Neva- 
da were improved .as proposed, that 
there would be any rush of settlers to 
take them up. And it appears that if 
the improvement suggested on the 
Truckee is really such a good scheme 
for investment a plenty of “dormant 
capital” in the hands of wealthy indi- 
viduals could be had for the purpose 
on proper showing. 

But the Sentinel considers Mr. Mark- 
er's bill wortby of full and serious con- 
sideration, and one that should not be 


lightly passed upon for or against. It 
should be L the Legislature is 


satisfied that the magorficent proposi- 
tions it contains can be accomplished 
without still further distressing the 
State in her already erippled fluances. 


It bas been fully demonstrated that 
there is demand for all the land, and 
it will be settled as fast as it can be 
cultivated. There is no private cap- 
ital to devote to the work, for the rea- 
son that under the system in which 
our mines have been worked every 
dollar made bas gone out of the State, 
and the richer our mines the poorer 
the State became. An agricultural 
system would change this.

REGENERATION 


An Effort to Transform the Silver 
State Inte Another California— 
A Broad Scheme to Revive a 
Drooping Commenwetalth. 
Carson, Feb. 9, 1883. 


Carson has at least one patriotiv and 
large minded citisen, A vorrespon- 


dent of the Bulletin writes as follows: 
Editor Bulletin:—Happening upon 
a recent file of the New York Herald, 
I read a complaint io regard to the 
fact that “a defunct mining camp” is 
now represented in the Senate of the 
United States by two Senators. I 
have read many articles in the Bulle- 
tin heretofore which seemea to me to 
indicate clearly the duty of Nevada's 
Legislature, in order that her natural 
wealth in agricultural capacity might 
be opened, and she might withdraw 
from the roll of “defunct mining 
camps.” I have read in your columns 
facts and warranted statements re- 
garding the facilities for stock-raisiog, 
and possibilities for agricultural im- 
provement within the borders of the 
Silver State and in the heart of the 
“great American desert,” which have 
excited much comment. The days of 
49 have passed for California, and 
nuggets are no longer relied upon to 
supply to the State its wealth and 
taxabie property. Nevada must profit 
by the same experience. The world- 
wide fame of the new Ophir. is wan- 
ing, and beneath the sage-brush where 
the trade dollar was found we must 
look for that wealth which is to es- 
tablish a permanent ahd prosperous 
population and perpetuate a State. 
rou are familiar, no doubt, with 
the legislation which has covered our 
statute books with mining industry. 
The broad acres of sage-brush land 
have waited for the appointed time, 
and itis near at hand. The agricul- 
ture of Nevada was originally limited 
to the grass covered wild lands which 
bordered our natural water courses. 
The limit disappeared when it was 
demonstrated that the best land in the 
State, the strongest and warmest soil, 
was under the sage—brush. From 
that day individual effort has accom- 
plished its utmost in the endeavor to 
make the desert waste productive. 
As a result the fact may be cited that 
the only agricultural county of the 
State has to-day more taxable prop- 
erty than any other, and at the same 
time puys a less rate of taxation. The 
time has come, and proof has been 
made, that water is the wealth of Ne- 
vada. Witness the result of indi- 
vidual effort on the banks of the Car- 
son, Humboldt, Truckee, Ruby, White, 
Paradise and Walker rivers in this 
State. Water is also, too, the ques- 
tion of prime importance which en- 
grosses the attention of California 
statesmen to-day. The State of Ne- 
vada has the right ot selection and 
sale in and to 2,000,000 acres of land 
by graut from the general Govern- 
ment. There are millions of ioches 
of water rupning to waste annually 
through natural channels. Senator 
Marker's bill proposes to connect 
these two sources of wealth, thereby 
providiog for sale of school lands, iu- 
creasing taxable property and popu- 
lation of the State, and providing a 
permanent income for the purposes of 
State goverumeat and future growth. 
The passage of this bill will immedi- 
ately add 200,000 acres to the area of 
land now under active cultivation 
within the State, and provide a fund 
for similar improvements in the coun- 
ties of Humboldt, Douglas, Ormsby, 
Esmeralda and Elko. Remembering 
the many useful lessons which you 
have read to us, I am inclined to 
think that the seed has at last fallen 
upon good ground, and that Senator 
Marker’s idea may solve for us the 
problem of Nevada's State sovereignty 
for all time. It is certainly a far- 
reaching measure towards the policy 
which bas made great States, and 
which will at least enable Nevada to 
live and move within the constellation. 
X 


Commenting on the above the Bul- 
letin says editorially under the head of 
“TheProposed Metamorphosis of Ne- 


vada:” 


In another column will be found a 
new plan to revive the drouping State 
of Nevada, The proposition is to bor- 
row the State School Fuod for the re- 
clamation of the school lands granted 
to the State. The State is to be taxed 
to provide interest aod Siakiog Fund. 
These lands, in their present condi- 
tion, are worthless, With the money 
thus raised canals are to be construct- 
ed to irrigate them. Something bas 
evidently to be done to prevent a State 
in the national galaxy from disap- 
pearing. Nothing can be effected by 
annexation of territory, for no con- 
tiguous State would part with any. 
We see some legal objections to the 
project 5 started. The bill also is 
loosely drawn, ‘find might be produc-- 
tive of great abuses. As it is the 
lands only of speculators might be re- 
claimed. But if there is anything in 
the idea it should be thoroughly an- 
alyzed. 8

TOBOGG AN. 


How Canadian Girls Dress in Cold 
Weathen 


As there is fair sleighing in Reno 
now, with a brilliant moon that may 
indude young folks to follow the jingle 
of the merry belle, a description of 
how the gisls keep themselves warm 
in Canada may not be amiss. A cor- 
respondent in Montreal gives the fol- 
lowing account of the jolly pastime 
now being ihdulged in so extensively 
in that icebound city: Toboggans 
are birch planks, twice as thick as or- 


dinary blotting paper. They lie flat 
on the snow and curl over in front. 
They carry from two to six persons. 
Cushions are fastened on them when 
in use. It is customary for 4 girl to 
sit foremost. A Montreal girl Can sit 
down on the cushion, wrap her skirts 
about ber ankles, and then throw her 
feet under the curve of the board with 
the grace of a duchess at a ball. 
Other women or men sit behind, 
Last of all is the steerer. He kneels 
on the toboggan and steers with his 
toes. The hill is purposely coated 
with ice, and kept smooth as the 
face of a flatiron. There is a shout, 
and down goes the board with the 
speed of a shot, and followed 
by a fountain of ice dust and snow. 
“T must tell you how these girls dress,” 
said a New York wife to her husband. 
“First, they start with flannel from 
head to foot—and such flannel! Why, 
it’s an eighth of an inch thick. Then 
they go on like other women, except 
that they put on more skirts, and us- 
ually a quilted one that's as warm as 
a wood fire. Then they put on a 
dress, and over that a chamois jacket 
that fits like a shoe in the mud. Then 
they put ribbed woolen stockings 
over their stockings and arctics over 
their shoes. Then they put on knit 
wristlets, then gloves, then a fur or 
cloth dolman, then a fur eap, and 
finally a coil ot worsted comforters. 
When they are dressed, if they are 
hurled at a speed of a milea minute 
from a toboggan, they are unhurt. 
If*they fall through the ice they are 
not wet. If the thermometer drops to 
fifteen below they read of it next day 
and wish they had known it at the 
time.”
